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REMARKS 

Claims U2, 4-7, 18-31 were pending in the present application. Claims 18-20 and 29 
were withdrawn from consideration. By virtue of this response, claims 21 and 25-26 have 
been cancelled, claims 1 , 22, and 27-28 have been amended, and no new claims have been 
added. Accordingly, claims 1-2, 4-7, 22, 27-28, and 30-31 are currently under consideration. 

Amendment and cancellation of certain claims is not to be construed as a dedication to the 
public of any of the subject matter of the claims as previously presented. No new matter has 
been added. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C, § 102(b) 

Claims 1 , 2, 4-7, 2 1 -24, 27-28 and 30-3 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 02(b) as 
allegedly being anticipated by Stone (5,964,752). 

In response, independent claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations of 
claim 26 which has been cancelled. Accordingly, Applicjint respectfully requests the 
rejection of independent claim 1 and any claim ultimately dependent therefrom. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 1 . 2. 4-7, 2 1 -28, and 30-31 are provisionally rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-t>'pe double patenting as being unpatentable over the claims of 
copending Application No. 1 1/244,329 filed October 5, 2005. 

Claims 1,2, 4-7, 21-28, and 30-31 are provisionally rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over the claims of 
copending Application No, 1 1/329,381 filed January 10, 2006. 

In response, Applicant contends that in light of the remarks above, the provisional 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is the only rejection remaining in the current, 
earlier filed application and therefore the Examiner is respectfully requested to withdraw the 
rejection and pcnnit the current, earlier tiled application to issue as'a patent without a 
terminal disclaimer (MPEP <J804(I)(B)(1)). 
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CONCLUSION 



In view of the above, each of the presently pending claims in this application is 
believed to be in condition for allowance. Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully 
requested to withdraw the outstanding rejections and pass this application to issue. If it is 
determined that a telephone conference would expedite the prosecution of this application, 
the Examiner is invited to telephone the undersigned at the number given below.
